VERY FEW OF THEM XOW SURVIVE.

They Do Not Believe Late Reports About
New Bonangas,

NEMORIES OF THE GREAT FEVER

Something of sest was added to the festivi-
ties of & reunion of “Forty-niners” last
night by the reported discovery of great
gold stresks in Lower Californis. These
men were gathered at the residence of F. C.
Negley, No. 623 Fifth avonue. There were
16 of them. These are the survivors of the
“Argonauts,” a band of 400 men, who lefRt
Pittsburg on the 15th of March, 1849, for
the gold fields in Californis. Nothing

better could have happened to spice up the.l

fortieth ampiversary of this expedition
than the recent discovery of moregold in
‘Calitornin.

When roll was called last night just 65 of
the original 400 were accounted for. The
others are all believed to be dead. The roll
was called by messes. The surviver of each
mess would invarigbly answer in tones of
sadness:

“I'm the only one left in that mess.”

The
Pittsburgers turned in and tioneered
agsinst slavery, and with their votes helped
to save the State in November.

Rev. W. R, Mackay last evening deliv-
eved the second of his series of Lenten leo-
ture in St. Peter’s Church. The
lectures are given under the suspices of the
King's Sons. His subject was “The Plain
Truth About What Every Man Knows.”
His remarks were interesting and directly
to the peint.
